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Mr.  S.L.  Smith 
Gives  Lecture 
on  Art  Masters 


Prominent  Teacher  and  Art  Lecturer 

ShowB  Many  of  the  Worlds  Best  Art 

Creations  in  Assembly. 

Mr.  S.  Lincoln  Smith  o£  Hollywood, 
”  California,  gave  a  lecturo  on  Art  Ap¬ 
preciation  at  a  special  College  assem¬ 
bly  period  called  by  tho  adminstration 
of  tlio  Collogo  at  10:40  o’clock,  Mon¬ 
day,  July  22,  in  tho  Collogo  Auditor¬ 
ium.  Tho  subject  of  tho  lccturo  was 
“Old  and  Modern  Masters.” 

Mr.  Smith  is  on  a  lccturo  tour  of 
the  United  States.  Ho  has  been  to  all 
tho  State  Teachers  Colleges  of  Missouri 
and  goes  from  Maryville  to  Fargo, 
South  Dakota  to  givo  tho  lccturo  which 
he  gave  here.  Mr.  Smith  has  boon  a 
teacher  for  many  years.  Ho  has  taught 
for  ten  years  in  the  Military  Tract 
State  Teachers  College  at  MeCo'.nb, 
Hlinois,  as  art  instructor,  twelvo  years 
in  tho  Aberdeen,  South  Dakota,  State 
Teachers  College,  and  was  art  super¬ 
visor  for  Cook  County,  Illinois,  schools. 
In  all,  he  has  spent  thirty-fivo  years  in 
the  teaching  profession  and  ho  said,  “I 
would  like  to  spend  thirty-five  more 
years  teaching  because  of  the  pure  on- 
joyment  which  I  derived  from  it. 

Mr.  Smith  prefaced  his  lecturo  by 
giving  a  short  talk  on  tho  themes  used 
by  poots,  writers,  artists,  and  musicians. 
Ho  said,  “The  theme  was  the  foun¬ 
dation  upon  which  tho  creator  must 
build  and  without  a  great  tliome 
tho  creation  could  not  bo  a  great  piece 
of  work.”  Ho  quoted  a  few  poems  to 
illustrate  his  point  about  themes  and 
then  proceeded  in  the  main  part  of  his 
lecture. 

Tho  lecturer  first  showed  tho  pic¬ 
ture  of  tho  “Last  Supper”  by  Leo¬ 
nardo  Do  Vinci.  According  to  the 
speaker  this  pictnro  is  recognized  by 
tho  Do  Vinci  pietpres  named  tho  “Ma¬ 
donna.”  This  picturo  is  noted  for  its 
two  perspectives.  From  one  angle  tho 
Madonna  presents .  a  beautiful  smiling 
face  but  from  a  different  angle,  the 
Madonna  seems  to  frown. 

Mr.  Smith  next  showed  his  audioncc 
a  group  of  pictures  which  wore  painted 
by  Hauffman.  Two  of  the  most  out¬ 
standing  of  those  wore  tho  picturos  of 
Christ  in  the  Tomplo  and  a  close-up  of 
ChriBt  taken  from  Christ  in  tho  Tom¬ 
plo.  In  this  group  were  otlior  boauti- 
ful  biblical  pictures  such  as  Christ 
and  the  Young  Rich  Jew  and  others 
from  tho  new  testament. 

Next  Mr.  Smith  showed  tho  picturo 
of  Mother  Love  called  “Sistino  Ma¬ 
donna”  by  Raphael.  This  picturo  is 
recognizod  by  art  connoisseurs,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Mr.  'Smith,  as  being  tho  finest 
and  groatest  picturo  over  painted  by 
human  hand.  Anothor  picturo  of  lovo 
was  tho  picture  of  tho  Madonna  called 
“Madonna  of  tho  Chair”  by  Raphael. 

Tho  speaker  then  told  of  an  Ameri¬ 
can.  painter  who  had  strivou  to  get 
his  work  recognizod  in  Europo  but  had 
always  failed  in  tho  attempt.  Upon 
returning-  from  ono  of  those  trips  of 
seeking  recognition,  Whistler  decided 
to  paint  his  mother  as  sho  sat  in  hor 
little  old  cottago.  Ho  painted  hor  as 
sho  actually  was,  with  black  dress, 
white  hood,  and  gray  hair.  Through 
this  picturo  ho  mado  his  own  mother 
famous  and  incidentally  forced  tho  re¬ 
cognition  of  his  ability  as  an  artist. 
Mr.  Smith  thou  showed  tho  picture  of 
“Whistler’s  Mothor. ” 

Tho  next  group  wns  a  collection  of 
girl  picturos  by  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds. 
Tho  pictures  wero  all  of  aetual  chil¬ 
dren  who  represented  tho  innoconco  of 
childhood  and  illustrated  tho  liopo  of 
youth  which  lingorod  in  tho  oyoq  of  all. 
Also  in  this  group  ho  presontod  tlio  pic¬ 
tures  of  a  painter,  Gainsborough,  who 
J.uinted  nothing  but  boys. 

.  Somo  of  tho  otlior  well  known  ar¬ 
tists  who  wero  roprosentod  in  tho  col¬ 
lection  of  prints  which  Mr.  Smith  said 
was  probably  the  largost  in  tho  world, 
wore  John  Alexander,  Watt,  Jonos,  In- 
nis,  1‘rovorst,  Do  Haven,  und  Vincent. 
Mr.  Smith  stntod  that  ho  was  person¬ 
ally  acquainted  with  many  of  those 
later  American  painters  and  umong  thoir 
paintings  which  ho  Bliowod  woro  sovoral 
beautiful  picturos  of  out-of-door  sconos 
in  tho  valloys  of  California.  Mr.  Smith 
showed  his  audionco  one  of  his  own 
sketches  which  ho  is  painting  for  a 
California  high  school.  Tho  sketch 
was  a  fleuno  of  lako  and  was  not  ontire- 
ly  completed  Ho  only  showed  tho  cou- 
tor  section, 

He  had  with  him  sovoral  prints  which 
time  would, not  allow  him  to  show  in 
the  assembly  period,  so  he  displayed 
them  in  Social  Hull  Monday  afternoon.
